	Project Description: A request by Integrated Agriculture, Inc. for a Minor Use Permit (DRC2018-00083) for up to three (3) acres of outdoor cannabis cultivation canopy (within hoop structures), ancillary processing activities (de-stemming and weighing), and immediate ancillary transport of product (grown on-site) to licensed off-site facilities. The project would include the installation of 163,548 square feet of hoop structures, a new aggregate base access road, security fencing and surveillance, a new 9,500-gallon galvanized steel water tank, and a one seatrain container within a 1,953 square foot area for storage. Project development would result in approximately 7.8 acres of site disturbance including 267 cubic yards (cy) of cut and 225 cy of fill on a 107-acre parcel. The project site is in the Agriculture land use category and located at 3520 Creston Road in the El Pomar-Estrella Sub-Area of the North County Planning Area, approximately one mile east of the City of Paso Robles.
	Project's Effects: The project would have potentially significant impacts upon Air Quality, Biological Resources, Hazards and Hazardous Materials, Hydrology & Water Quality, and Land Use & Planning. 
 
Project design combined with regulatory compliance and implementation of Air Quality mitigation measure AQ-1 would ensure that any impacts related to construction would be less than significant. Mitigation measures include fugitive dust control and construction equipment maintenance/standards/operational practices. Potential impacts to Biological Resources would be reduced to a less than significant level with incorporation of mitigation measures BIO-1 through BIO-14. These measures require: construction and employee training program; Special Status Plant Species Avoidance and Minimization Measures; San Joaquin Kit Fox (SJKF) habitat mitigation measures; protection measures for SJKF, American Badger, Nesting Bird, Burrowing Owl, Tri-color Blackbird, special status small mammal, and special-status reptiles and amphibian, Avoidance and Minimization Measure for Crotch Bumble Bee, Protection of State Waters, Site Maintenance and General Operations measures, biological surveys (pre-construction, weekly, monthly, and annual), and a Tree Protection and Replacement Plan. Potential impacts from Hazards and Hazardous Materials would be reduced to a less than significant level with incorporation of mitigation measures HAZ-1 through HAZ-2. Mitigation measures include Equipment Maintenance and Refueling Best Management Practices and Spill Response Protocol. Potential impacts to Hydrology and Water Quality would be reduced to a less than significant level with incorporation of mitigation measures W-1 and W-2. Incorporation of the preceding mitigation measures would reduce potential impacts to Land Use & Planning to a less than significant level.
